Improving access to and within federal lands

California

The Federal Lands Access Program (FLAP) was established
under the Moving Ahead for Progress in the 21st Century Act
(MAP-21) and continued under the Fixing America’s Surface
Transportation Act (FAST). The program funds projects that
provide access to, are adjacent to, or are located within Federal
Lands that are owned or maintained by a State, County, Local
Government, or Tribe. Priority will be given to projects
accessing high-use Federal recreation sites or Federal
economic generators. The program intends to supplement state
and local resources for public roads, trails, transit systems, and
other transportation facilities.

What if your Project is Selected?

Eligibility

Your project must:

s Be a public highway, road, bridge, frail or transit
system;

+ Be located on, is adjacent to, or provides ac-
cess to Federal lands; typically within 10 miles
of the boundary.

s Have title or maintenance responsibility vested
with State, County, Local Government, or Tribe;

s Meet the minimum non-federal match require-
ment of 11.47% of project eligible costs, over-
match is encouraged;

Be endorsed and supported by a Federal Land
Management Agency (FLMA).

Type of Projects include:

¢ Rehabilitation/ Restoration/ Construction/ Re-
construction;

*» Engineering;

« Operation and maintenance of transit facilities;

e Planning & research;

s Any transportation project eligible for assistance
under Title 23.

Project Delivery

CFLHD delivers the majority of projects in the FLAP
program in the 14 western states in which the divi-
sion administers the program. Applicants may re-
quest delivery by another agency. CFLHD makes
the final delivery decisions.
